Hope that the greatest flood 
disaster:in the Pacific Northwest 
is passing was tempered by army 
warnings that there will be no 
respite from menace of high water 
in the lower valley for several 
weeks, 

Troops and sandbag crews still 


Lo today to save rich farm- 


lands and industrial mills guard- 
ed by flood weakened earthworks. 
The Columbia yesterday was back 
up to its June 1 peak in this area, 
but was expected to start drop- 
ping today. 

The known dead in three weeks 
of Columbia and Fraser river 
floods stands at 40 today. 

Rehabilitation of 60,000 home- 
less and restoration of utilities, 
roads, rails, industries and farm- 
lands in the stricken river basins 
will require months and perhaps 
years to complete. Damage in 
the stricken valley is _ believed 
over $140,000,000. 

Shelter and relief refugees goes 
on. But the tremendous job of 
rebuilding has barely begun. The 
immediate problem to many strick- 
en communities is public health 
;}and water supply. Scores of 
towns have had water systems 
broken and contaminated.

A federal judge today granted 
the government a temporary order 


restraining a threatened nation- 
wide walkout of maritime workers. 
The injunction was asked by the 
department of justice as the strike 
deadline set by seven unions repre- 
senting more than 100,000 seamen 
and longshoremen dispute any 
time after expiration of their 
agreements tomorrow midnight. 


A strike would have tied up 
shipping in virtually all coastal 
ports.

- However, while the United 
States is attaining scientific ma- 
turity, it has still a long way to 
go to reach intellectual maturity, 
Dr. de Haas said. The American 
people have reached a state of 
hysteria boarding on insanity in 
trying to combat communism. 

“We must stop the big  ad- 
vances of communism but we must 
remain sane,” he declared. “No 
wise action was born of fear and 
hysteria. Persecution of men in 
public service is already resulting 
in men of outstanding ability re- 
fusing to serve with the govern- 
ment. 

Maturity 

“Above all else we need intel- 
lectual maturity in international 
affairs,” he continued. “If we are 
to lead we must show leadership 
and gain the support and confi- 
dence of people everywhere in the 
world.
